these things, but it cannot buy a voice.

It was th at quiet, beautiful voice, sincere and so 
understanding, that packed the theatre whenever he appeared. W hen that 
voice was stilled "Ligh tn in ," too. becam e a lovely memory. 


I am t« I cl that Edwin Booth had one of the m ost marvelous voices 
ever heard upon the stage. 
At a sm all gathering, one of the members 
asilid him to recite the Lord s Prayer, Which lie did in such a m anner 
that those present agreed it was the most wonderful rendering th at they 
had ever heard. His voice seemed to have been inspired. 
A happy voice is instantly detected.
